Cyrus Northrup, president of the con 
ventlon, in which 
he expressed the 


opinion that the cause of much unrest

duction, was another cause.

He also called attention to the 


act that Michigan enjoyed the clistinc- 
lon, though an Inland state, of man- 
ning a war vessel during the late war. 
le, spoke In warm prnlse of the valor 
of the Michigan naval militia. 
The 


president discussed at length the Is- 
nes and duties resulting from the war 
vith Spain, Baying- that in Porto Rico 
he duty was merely administrative, 
and while in 
the Philippines it was 


more serious, we had now, at the ex- 
piration of three 
years, established 


3eace in the archipelago, and in two 
years more we would give the people 
he largest measure of self-government 
accord any oriental country 
in 
i the 


possession of an alien power. 
The 


president gave special attention to 
Cuba. 
After reciting the pledge to 


give Cuba independence and its ful- 
fillment, and what was done under 
American control of the islands, 'he 
presented the subject 
of reciprocity, 


ind said: 


' 
Reciprocity. 


"We urge reciprocity because it is for 


our interest to control the Cuban market 
Because we are bound to place the Cu- 
bans on a peculiar standing econom- 


•ally when they consent in our inter- 
ests as well as their own to assume a 
"icculiar status internationally and be- 
ause it is fitting for the great and 
generous republic to stretch out a help- 
ng hand toward her feebler sister just 
starting to trend the path of-inde- 
pendence. 
Cuba, though independent 


si.inds In a peculiar position towards 
us and should receive in similar fash- 
ion a measure of benefit from and par- 
tial inclusion within our system. Ques- 
tions that ordinarily concern us as of 
prime weight in the tariff matter, do 
not come in here as of primary Im- 
portance. 
We can not 
choose what 


the 
1 articles are which Cuba shall ex- 


poit. 
We must accept them as they 


are and we must remember that 
in 


dealing with 
this island, especially 


now, 
that we are about to build an 


isthmian canal, and our Interests in 
the West Indian waters have become 
sc great, we must shape our policy 
with far-signted regard for the fu- 
ture and for the interest and honor of 
the nation as a whole. 
I do not be- 


lieve a particle of harm will come to 
any American interest from the adop- 
tion of a reasonable measure of reci- 
procity with Cuba. 
I am certain the 


adoption of such a measure will be in 
tlie interest of our people as a whole 
Above all, while 
fully acknowdedging 


the hlgh-mindedness and moral sincer- 
ity of those 
of my associates with 


whom on this point I differ, I yet fee 
most strongly that by every consider- 
ation of generous and far-sighted pub- 
lic policy we are bound to prove to 
Cuba that our friendship with her is o 
a continuing character, and that w« 
Intend to aid her in her struggle for 
her material well being, which mus 
underlie healthy national development.' 


A Glowing Tribute. 


The president concluded with a glow 


ing tribute to the bravery of the sons 
of Michigan and the middle west, and 
declared he is preaching the pospel o 
hope and spurned the teachings of deS' 
pair and distrust. 
"Stout of heart W( 


see across the dangers of the great fu- 
ture that lies beyond, and we rejoice as 
a giant refreshed, as a strong man gir 
for the race; and as we go down Into 
the arena where the nations strip fo 
the mastery, our hearts are lifted -with 
faith that to us and to our children 
and children's children it shall be giv- 
en to make this republic the greates 
of all peoples of mankind."

ABANDONS CAMP CHORRERA— 


STARTS WITH HIS ARMY TO 


AGUA DULCE.

No Further Danger to Railway Trano- 


portation On the Isthmus Is 


Expected. 


Panama, Sept. 22.—The government 


soldiers who were captured by General 
Hen-era at Agua Dulee, and who were 
compelled to join hla army and who 
succeeded in escaping, arrived here to- 
day. 
They confirm the report that the 


whole revolutiomuy army has abandon- 
ed its camp near Chorrei.i and is re- 
ti eating towards Agua Dulce. 


It is repoi ted that Herrera has incor- 


porated in his army all the guerrilla 
bands he can induce to join him. 


The abandonment of Chorrera as a 


camp, it is claimed, dispels all fear of 
interruption of traffic on the railroad, 
and renders It impossible for a battle 
to occur at Panama or Colon. 


The 
reinforcements of Colombian 


troops continue to arrive on the isth- 
mus, 
which is 
alleged undoubtedly 


caused Herrera's retreat. 


The Retreat. 


Washington, Sept. 22.—The Colom- 


bian legation tonight received a dis- 
patch, from Governor Sulazar of Pana- 
ma, stating the rebels retreated to 
Agua Dulce and that the interior is 
completely pacified and the rebels ad- 
mit hopelessness of their cause. 


The legation officials assert the re- 


treat of the rebels marks practically 
the collapse of the rebellion. 


The navy department received a dis- 


patch from Commander McLean that

The w a t e r will no doubt be taken from 
the w a t e r course which crosses the 
park and will be arranged lo permit 
constantly of a fresh supply. A num- 
ber of fountains un the lawn near the 
lake will be Included 
in 
the new 


scheme. 


There will be a new roadway fropi 


tin1 spring to the west end ot the pa- 
vilion and about thnt building on all 
sides the concrete walk will be widened 
to a width of four and otie-hilf feet. 
A broad concrete walk from the spring 
to the pavilion will be constructed. 


Near the npring, for the new roa.l, 


there will be a now bridge constiucted. 
There w i l l be a brick archway which 
\ \ i l i be dressed in rustic fashion so 
that the brick work will be almost en- 
tirely concealed. It will have all the 
beauty at n rustic bridge and 
all 


the strength of a masonry work. 


These Iinpiovements will no doubt 


consume the bulk of next vear s appio- 
piiiition but In addition theie will be 
many things of minor Importance to 
lend beauty to the resort. 


The voters of Macon c o u n l y should 


hear in mind thnt at the romong No- 
vember election they will have oppor- 
tunity to pass o nthe question, "shall 
the count v of Macon sell to the city of 
Docatur. the property known as Kalr- 
lawn park?"

T hey should 
bear in mind tint it Is a resort for all 
the people and that tiey do not lose 
their interest In the place if they vote 
that It shall pass to the exclusive con- 
trol of the city of Decatur. On the 
contrary their opportunities for enjoy- 


ment there will be Increased because 
the city will, if It becomes owner of 
the place in fee simple, be more lavish 
In the expenditure of money and the 
improvements will be of a more per- 
manent character. 
There are not a 


few persons from the outside town- 
ships who have visited the city during 
the last two years and taken advan- 
tage of the pleasures of the retort. It 
Is a delightful place for a picnic and 
if private parties or societies of any 
kind will take the trouble to give notice 
a few days in advance, reservations for 
their benefit will bo made without 
charge and they can have the paik in 
a measure to themselves. They will 
find that the custodian will give them 
every consideration and do all that is 
possible to make the day a pleasant 
one. The voter in the outside town- 
ships should not permit 
any 
narrow 


prejudice, to influence his choice. He 
should be broad minded on this ques- 
tion. Vote to sell to thf city. Instruct 
the supervisors to get money sufficient 
to add a like amount of land to the 
i utility farm and the county w i l l have 
been benefited by that acquisition more 
than by retaining title to the park. 
That place will bring more comfort 
and delight to the people of the coun- 
ty generally as a park than by any 
other means. The city will go nn year by 
year adding to its beauties and all of 
the people will be glad that it is so. 
This Is a fact that should not be for- 
gotten on election day.

of patient experiment and some of the

He refuses 
to see any interviewers or any articles 
in the newspapers, but his congrega- 
tion has made the following declara- 
tion: 


"We have found Christ. He has come 


as we know it. We saw him on Sun- 
day. We care not for the world or for 
the public. We have known for some 
time of his coming and our hopes have 
been realized." 


The brethern number over 200. They 


are neither rich nor poor, but com- 
fortably well off. They meet the needs 
of the church from their own purs>s 
and ask nothing from disbelievers.

Gower Is found a story of the origin of 
the Stars and Stripes. 


The "Btar-spanKled banner" of the 


American republic lias its origin funn 
an old brass on the llnoi- of Brington 
church in 
Northamptonshire. 
'l'h« 


brass covers the tomb of one Robert 
Washington and is dated 1622. O nit 
appears the Washington coat of arms, 
consisting of three stars, with bars or 
stripes beneathe them. On the first el.i - 
of the new year, 1776, the thlrteei 
united colonies raised a standard a 
Washington's headquarters. 


This itroduced the stripes of tlu 


present but contained the crosses of St 
George and St. Andrew on a blu 
ground in the 
corner; 
in 1777 th 


crosses were replaced by stars, as the 
Declaration of Independence renderei 
the retention of the English elemen 
unnecessary and inconvenient. In thu 
adopting the arms of his ancestor 
as his own distinctive badge Washing 
ton no doubt intended the flag merel 
as a private signal for his own per 
social following, but it was at one 
adopted an a national emblem. Prob 
ably there is not another case in th 
world's history in which the privat 
arms of an obscure family have at 
tained such world'wide eminence an 
repute.
